A QUEER OLD MAN.

He Causes Jealousies and Heart- 
Burnings Among His 
Fair Lambs. 


“HE KISSED ME!” 


— —— — 


OLUMBUS, O., Sept. 28.—The trial 
of Robert Wallace, the former 
pastor of Main Street M. E. 
Church, at Chillicothe, on the 
charge of trifling with the affec- 
tions of a trio of fair lambs be- 
longing to the fold, was resumed 
this afternoon at Wesley Chapel. 
A large nuinber of clergymen in 
attendance upon the Conference 
now in session here, and a num- 
ber of Chillicothe people inter- 
ested in the case, were attentive 
listeners. Kev. Mr. Wallace was 
accompanied by his daughter, 

Miss Jennie, and Miss Katie Snyder, a sister of Miss 

Anna Snyder, who is connected with the case. Dr. 

Bennett, the president of the Committee on Investiga- 

tion, called the meeting to order promptly’ at 2:30 

o’clock, and the reading of the deposition of Miss 

Mary Gunther was begun. It was, in substance, as 

follows: 

“*Mr. Wallace said to me that he often thought of leav- 
ing the ministry and engaging in a more lucrative call- 
ing, as he had become considerably involved in debt 
and did not see his way clear to being able to pay out 
while he remained in the ministry. In his attentions 
he made me feel that he was in love with me and 
wanted me to become his wife. My family also thought 
that his attentions to me were with a view to marriage. 
1 understood his visits to be those of a courtship and 
not pastoral calls. He would frequently caress me. I 
first met Wallace in April, 1888, when he appeared to 
me asaqueer old man. He ceased to seem a queer old 
man to me and became tho object of my affection. 
The change in my fecling toward him took place one 
afternoon after the funeral of achild. He called at 
our home, and during his visit took me in his arms and 
kissed me. He never said, ‘Will you be my wife ?”’ 
but spoke often of the time when he could come to 
take me to hishome. He took mo to an entertainment 
on the evening of March 5, 1887, and I gave him my 
photograph after we came home. When he paid at- 
tention to Miss Howard it made me think he wis un- 
true to me, 

“I followed them home one evening, and saw them 
sitting close together at Miss Howard’s home. Rev. 
Mr. Turner was the pastor of our church, previous to 
Rev. Mr. Wallace’s installment. Mr. Turner and I 
were very good friends. Mr. Wallace's actions and ex- 
pressions to me made me feel sure he intended to be 
my husband.” 

The deposition of Miss Alice Howard was the next 
testimony offered by the prosecution. Mr. Marks, Mr. 
Wallace's counsel, objected to it being admitted be- 
cause it was not signed by Miss Huward. The objection 
was overruled on the ground that the Church laws do 
not require the names of witnesses signed to their de- 
positions when the depositions are officially taken. 
Miss Howard's testimony was substantially as follows: 
“My first extended conversation with Wallace was op 
Thanksgiving evening of the year 1885. The choir met 
to practice music. Mr. Wallace complimented my 
voice very highly. He said that he would like very 
much to put me in a Conservatory of Musicfor instruc- 
tion, and also that if my parents were wiltng he would 
like to give me some musical instruction himself. On 
another occasion at my uncle's housel met him. He 
wanted to call upon me next evening, andcame. That 
evening he offered to pay fora term of music lessons 
for me, but I refused. On one occasion, when he came 
to give me a lesson in elocution. he told me that 1 was 
worth to him more than all the other three hundred 
members of his church. 

**In September of that year Miss Gunther and myself 
were standing on the corner near the church, and he 
came along and escorted both of us to our homes. We 
left Miss Gunther at the latter’s home, and he accom- 
panied me to our house. On the way to our house he 
kissed my hand twice. He came the next Saturday 
evening. and during the evening he put his arms 
around me and told me that I ought to have a good 
husbaud. On Saturday night before he left for Con- 
ference he came to our house, and, putting his arms 
around me, said: ‘Darling, you are all the world to 
me.’ 

**In October he escorted me home from a meeting at 
the church and offered to take me to Concord. One 





| 





time he told me of a remark Miss Guother had made 
to him. Miss Gunther said: ‘What have I done to | 
offend you, and why do you slight me? This made | 
me think it strange that Miss Gunther should speak 
thus to him. He told me that he had paid no attentions 
to Miss Gunther other than a pastor’s. He embraced 
me on several Occasions. On Christmas morning he 
came to me and gave meagold pin. Isat on his lap, 
and he embraced me on this occasion. He told me that 
it was bestto keep our love affair to ourselves, as he 
was financially embarrassed, and could not marry for 
alongtime. I told my parents of our love for each 
other. On New Year's eve in 1887 he called at our house 





and J gave him asilk wutter, He told me on that oc- 


casion that his daughter had made trouble with -him 
' concerning his attentions to me. He said that he cared 
for no one in town but me. When he was departing 
that evening he kissed me. ; 

‘On the next Saturday evening he came to our house, 
I told him that I had heard that he was paying atten- 
tions to other young ies. We had some hard feeling, 
but got over it before he left. He had told me, how- 
ever, if Icould not trust him we had better part. On 
another evening he called and brought me his photo- 
graph. I sat in his lap, and he told me he @anted to 
take me and fly to his home. He embraced mé on 
leaving. He told me on several occasions that he‘had 
best not show me attentions in public other than those 
of a pastor. I did not like this kizid of a courtship, and 














of Rev. Wallace’s present affianced, testified that Miss 
Gunther had told her that Wallace had proposed to 
her, but she did not intend to accept him because of 
gossip among the church people about them. Miss 
Jennie Wallace testified that her father had told her 
that Miss Gunther claimed they were engaged, but 
that it was not true. A petition signed by thirteen 
members of Mr. Wallace’s congregation, protesting 
against his trial, was offered by counsel for the de- 
fense, but ruled out by Dr. Bennett, chairman of the 
investigating committee. 

Rev. Wallace was then called to the stand. He denied 
that he ever proposed marriage to Miss Alice Howard, 
and never had a marriage contract with her. He made 
asimilar denial regarding MissGunther. He admitted

told him ro. He came to call on me another evening, 
and we decided to part. Soon afterward he called 
again. at my request. and we talked the affair all over: 

“He told me that I would not want to come to his 
home when his daughter objected, but if circum- 
stances ever permitted he would come and take me 
away. After thia he came occasionally, sometimes 
censuring me and sometimes not. On the Monday 
evening that Sam Jones spoke at Concord I went to 
hear him. Mr. Wallace was there, and. seeing me in 
the audience, motioned for me to come into the lecture 
room of the church. I went into the lecture room and 
we had a long talk together, Miss Gunther came to our 
housé one evening and asked me if I would tell what 
attention Mr. Wallace had shown to me. I told her all. 

“One day afterward Wallace came to see me and I ac- 
cused him of paying Miss Gunther attentions. He said 
he had never shown her any attentions other than 
those of a pastor.

A BRAVE MARSHAL’S MURDER. 


(SUBJECT OF ILLUSTRATION. | 

A special correspondent to the POLICE GAZETTE, un- 
der date of Oct. 1, writes from Jellico, Tenn.. as fol- 
lows: City Marshal George W. Woolwine made an at- 
tempt to arrest Billy Lyons Monday, Sept. 24. Lyons 
refused to be arrested and retreated to his saloon, 
known as the Lyons’ den. Gaining-the cover of the 
door he began firing at the marshal. who returned the 
shots. By this time a lot of toughs began firing from 
the windows of the ‘‘den,” and the brave marshal fell, 
pierced through the body with a Spencer rifie 
In the meantime the marshal’s friends came to his 
rescue, and a torrent of shots poured into the den from 
the Shumate Hotel near by, and the notorious Billy 
Lyons fell in his saloon door, shot through by a 45- 
calibre ball. The firing was kept up for quite a while, 
riddling the doors and windows of the buildings and 
wounding Mr. E. A. de Funiak, a prominent railrohd 
official, who had been attracted from the dining room 
to the piazza by the shooting. The news of the shoot- 
ing spread like wild fire. The gallant marshal, who 








sands of ruffiaus that are in the habit of visiting the 
town from the mining villages on pay days, had been 
killed. The Mayor rallied the people to arms and dis- 
persed a mob which had collected at the den to attack 
the Shumate Hotel. 

Billy Lyons came to Jellico six years ago, and has 
since made a fortune in the saloon business, and lives 
in luxury on a nice farm located in a fertile valley that 
divides the lofty Pine and Jellico mountains. He is an 
agreeable, pleasant, inoffensive looking man, but when 
under the influence of spirits he is a perfect daredevil.

A general riot took place at the Lyons den about six 
months ago between a negro mob and the marshal and 
his deputies, in which six men were killed and several 
wounded. The negro mob was backed by Biliy Lyons, 
and ill feeling has since existed between Marshal Wool- 
wine and Lyons.

The Herald's European edition publishes to-day the 
following: 

Richard K. Fox came to the Her ald office Sunday 
night, just before midnight, and asked if any news had 
been received in regard to the unknown who had ac- 
cepted Kilrain’s challenge. ‘‘My money is'up, and the 
unknown’s also,” said Mr. Fox. “Now I want to seo 
the man materialized. Kilrain is not fighting shad- 
ows, nor am I in the advertising business. Iam simply 
backing a good man, and don’t want any one —— 
ing with him by bluffing of this sort. 

: “T insist on the man being named, and, although it is 
now midnight, I will leave my money fora while yetto 
ace if these fellows mean ‘biz.’” 

Mr. Fox returned yesterday morning to the Herald 

office and again at noon, asking each time.’ *‘Anything 
new? Have any bluffers from Bluffville been sending 
more coin to Europe?” Mr. Fox was told each time 
that no name had been received. Each time he went 
“Well, I'll give ’em ten minutes more 
for difference in watches.” Finally, late to-night, he 
came again. and was shown a cable giving the letter of 
the syndicate.. 
. *Well,” said Fox, ‘‘I suppose they think this is the 
kind of talk to send after I notified them I should draw 
the money if the name was not given by midnight on 
Sunday. Well, I am afraid I have counted without my 
host.* Their talk is all bluff. They have no idea of 
fighting; and are merely playing with the present op- 
portunity. 

- “But as they are talking so big I may as well go them 
one better and call their hand. I will accept their un- 
known; though not obliged to, and hereby request the 
Heraid to hold my money and theirs and notify them 
as follows: 

To THE EDITOR OF THE HERALD—I accept the un- 
known mentioned by the syndicate, who offers to fight 
Kilrain, articles to be signed October 22, on meeting of 
backers; fight to take place in sixenonths; stakes to be 
$10,000, or $20.000 it they wish it. I start to night for 
London, where I will deposit $2,500 at once with the 
Sporting Life. Ihave cabled my cashier in New York 
to deposit $2.500 with the Clipper. Thus all my stakes 
are up at once, and it may occur to these gentlemen, if 
they mean business, that they are evidently spending 
a good deal of money running around the country try- 
ing to find the unknown. Iam not adverse to subscrib- 
ing something myself toward their long distance trav- 
elling, and if you will ask them to fill the gap I will 
cheerfully endow a bed in some comfortable hospital 
for the care of the unknown when my champion has 
done with him, RICHARD K. Fox.” 

The Herald continues: Kilrain came rom New Bed- 
ford yesterday and visited the Herald office, accom- 
panied by William E. Harding and Mr. Clarke. He de- 
clares that he is not only ready but anxious to fight 
apy man who can be named for the championship of 
the world. 

The big fellow looked to be in superb health. His 
eyes were sparkling and clear and his cheeks were red.

“The trouble is,” said Harding, ‘‘that it looks as if 
they were trying to play a game of bluff. They have 
four aces and aqueen, but we have four aces and a 
king.” 

“While I wasin Europe,” continued Kilrain, ‘they 
all expressed a desire to fight me, both before and 
after I fought Smith, but no one put up any money. 
Now I’ve’ come back none of them. will consent to 
fight under the London rules. - Killen says his backer 
won't let him, and Ashton objects, but doesn’t give his 
reasons.” 

‘“‘What is your idea of why they won't accept the 
London rules ?”

On Oct. 3, the N. Y. — News said: In England 
the routine of match-making is different from that in 
this country. When a man issues a-challenge and 


puts up a forfeit to run, fight, jump, row or wrestle, 


and the challenge is accepted and the money covered, 
itis ‘go ahead or forfeit,’ the party failing to arrange 
a match losing the money posted if he fails to carry 
out the programme. If the New York and Brooklyn 
syndicate which put up the $5,000 to cover Rilrain’s 
backer’s $5.000 had been aware of this it is probable 
they would not have been so ready to cover Kilrain’s 
backer’s $5,000.’ 

Kilrain has sent the following to the Herald office: 
“If the syndicate who have covered my backer’s $5,000 
to match an unknown to fight me for the ‘Police Ga- 
zette’ diamond belt, $10,000 and the championship of 
the wortd, fails to arrange a ‘match according to the 
regular rules and custom, I claim the $5,000 forfeit the 
syndicate have posted. The stakes now posted must be 
either fought for or my backer is entitled to the forfeit 
money.” 

The syndicate have announced that ‘‘ifthe match 
with the unknown and Kilrain is not made we will offer 
Kilrain $1,000 to contest a ten-round glove match for 
points under Queensberry rules. Our stake money 
will be kept ready at Paris for some time, in the event 
of the Kilrain stakes being withdrawn.” 

This proposition to match a man to fight, London 
rules, against Kiirain for $5,000a side and the cham- 
pionship of the world, and then, when there is every 
prospect of a match beifig brought to a focus, hedging 
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giove contest, is puerile. 
is bluffing. 

‘The Daily News adds: The following was received 
from Kilrain’s backer: 

“Panis, Oct. 1. 

*PoLICE GAZETTE, N.Y.: Have accepted the unknown's 
challenge. Iwill deposit $2,500 with Sperting Life to- 
day. Deposit same amount ($2,500) with New York 
Clipper, and this will make my champion, Kilrain’s, 
stakes all up. If the unknown is willing, will make 
the match for $20,000 aside.” 

After this announcement was received a certified 
check wus deposited with the N. Y. Clipper, with the 
following: 

‘New York, Oct. 2, 1888. 

“EpiITorn NEw York CLIPPER—Dear Sir: A syndicate 

proposed matching an unknown to meet Jake Kilrain, 
the champion of America, for the ‘Police Gazette’ 
diamond belt and championship of the world. 
‘ “Kilrain accepts the challenge and will arrange 
match, London rules, for any sum from $5,000 to 
$20,000 a side. Inclosed is a check for $2,500. A simi- 
lar amount has algo been deposited with Sporting Life, 
‘London. If the syndicate are not bluffing and mean 
business they will arrange a match and cover my 
money.” 

Tho mystery regarding the proposed match is who 
is the unknown that is to meet Kilrain? A well-known 
sporting nian, who professes to be in tlie secret of the 
syndicate backing the unknown. said: “I have the 
best of reasons for saying that Jack Dempsey,-and not 
Joe Lannon, is thé real unknown. Of course itis the 
play of the syndicate to keep up the excitement’on the 
subject, but'mark my words, if it ever comes to a name 
Dempsey’s will be the one proclaimed.” ‘ 

This may or may tiot bo true, but if it is Dempsey, 
the latter must have allowed his ambition to carfy him 
away in thinking for ®nomoent that he would’ be able 
to successfully cope With a pupilist of Kilrain’s height 
and weight, « Kilrain is taller and would be thirty-five 
pounds heavier than the middle-weight champion. 
Besides, Kiirain would have the advantage in length of 
reach, strength, stamina and wrestling ability, which 
would heavily handicap Dempsey. 

Tho, Evening Sun, Oct. 3, ‘publishes the following: 

“Dempsey has been very sore against Kilrain ever 
since Jake called at his Front street saloon several 
weeks ago and patronizinglv told ‘him he was a good 
man ‘in his cl but no match for Mitchell. And 
many then‘ predicted that the upshot of the matter 
would be a.matgh between them for the championship 
of the world.

Tom King, the ex champion pugilist of England, 
died at London; England, Oct. 5. Tom King was born in 1835: 
He was 6 feet..2. inches high, and‘when trained for the ring 
weighed 180 pounds. In his youth he figured in many boxing 
exhibitions ip London, and gained much reputation for pluck 
aud sclonce, His: first big battle was with Tom Truckle, in 
November, 1860. ~ He either fought Truckle down or threw him 
heavily In nearly every round, and was declared the victor In 
the forty-ninth round.’ ’ In King’s first fight with Jem Mace, the 
champion of England, he established his reputation as ono of 
the greatest of pugilists, though he was beaten. The fight oc- 
curred on Jan. 28, 1862, and it was for £200 a side and the cham- 
plonship belt Mace fought at 158 pounds. Both men dis- 
played great science, and in the twentieth round it was thought 
that King would win, as a terrific left-hand blow on Mace’s jaw 
nearly knocked him out.. He came to the scratch, how- 
ever. For ten rounds more King appeared to have the best 
of the fighting. Then Mace turned the tables, and in 
the forty-second round ended the great battle by throwing King 
with terrific force. King’s head struck the ground, rendering 
him Insensible. King had shown great gameness, but he was 
Mace, thongh terribly punished, could have 


up. The battle lasted 1 hour and s minutes. King lost no time 
in challenging Mace again, and the second battle was fought in 
the Home Circuit, London, on Nov. 26, 1862. This battle, which 
made King champion of England, may be said to have been won 
by asingle blow. In the thirteenth round he gave Mace a ter- 
rific right-hander, which fell with the torce of a battering ram 
on the champlon’s nose, left eye and cheek. He fell helplessly, 
and there was no more fight in him.

King declined to 
fight Mace again. and resigned the championship, but this did 
not prevent him from accepting John C. Heenan’s challenge, 
and their great £2,000 fight came cff on Dec. 10, 1863. King 
whipped Heenan in twenty-five rounds, and at the end of the 
fight Heenan’s head was about twice its natural size, and he was 
as helpless asa child. King then rested on his great laurels, 
married the daughter of a wealthy ship owner, and followed 
bookmaking for many years with great sood luck. He was one 
of the wealthiest betting men in England outside the aristoc- 
racy. His great ambition of late yerrs has been to shine at the 
flower shows, and the products of his extensive conservatory 
took many prizes.

to raise any technical point that may cause a hitch in 
the proposed match between.the champion and the un- 
known for $10,000, the championship of the world and 
**Police Gazette” diamond belt. In regard to the quib- 
ble about the alleged amount of stakes there will be no 
disayreement, and the champion will insist on the 
match being either ratified or claim $5,000 forfeit post- 
ed to cover his backer’s money. According to the 
usages of the prize ring and the rules governing 
matches for the championship, the holder of the title 
has no right to dictate what amount shall be fought 
for in a battle for the championship of the world. 
A champion must defend his title ‘and battle 
for $1,000 a side, if'tho challenger insists upon that 
amount. ‘The limit in England is £200 a~side ($1,000), 
and the majority of prize ring encounters for the 
championship have heen $1,000 or £200 a side. In 
matches in which the stakes exceeded £200 ($1,000), the 
amount was determined upon by mutual consent of the 
champion and the challenger for the chauitititinship. 
Kilrain’s backer in the proposed match aska,no con- 
cessions or favors, and proposes that the condjtions 
shall be the same as have governed all prize ‘ving en- 
counters for the championship, and no fair-minded 
sporting man can object to them. 

These are the conditions upon which the’ match can 
be and must be arranged. The battle to be fought 
three months from date of signing articles; the stakes 
to be $5.000 a side, open to $10,000 (at the option of 
both parties), the ‘‘Police Gazette” diamond beit and 
the championship of the world; the N. Y. Herald to 
be final stakeholder and the $10,000 not, under any con- 
sideration, to be given ap until the battle has been 
decided and lost or won, according to the rules gov- 
erning the prize ring; the referee to Dé selected at 
the ring side or the final stakeholder, the N. Y. 
Herald, to appoint one; the unknown to be named 
when articles of agreement are signed. 

It is customary to name unknowns at the posting of 
the final deposit, but ag the final’ stakeholder atready 
holds the stakes, $10,000, it becomes necessary for the 
syndicate to name the unknown at the time of signing 
the articles of agreement. 

Under these fair conditions there can be no exeuse 
for the syndicate, if they are in earnest, to refuse to 
arrange for the match. Should they do so, then 
Kilrain’s backer will be entitled to the stakes now 
posted. — 

Again, if these terms, which are fair, are not accept- 
ed by the syndicate, then the sporting public will at 
once come to the conclusion that the ayeeioese 3 mean 
bluffing, and not genuine match-making. 

Kilrain is ready to mect the syndicate and arrange a 
match any time they name, within 4 hours’ notice.

The N. Y. Herald, Oct. 6, published the following 
special cable, comprising a communication to the 
Paris Herald from Kilrain’s backer: 


To THE EDITOR OF THE HERALD—The unknown’'s 
party, I find, are still squealing; so, rather than have 
any bother and to stop further binffing, I have now re- 
solved to take them at their word. 

Of course if they had issued a challenge to Kilrain 
for $5,000 a side and the ‘Police Gazette” belt my 
champion would have been — — to accept the 
offer. 

But they have gone about their business in quite an- 
other way, as, instead of issuing a challenge, they ac- 
cept mine, which was for $10,000 a side. They cover 
my first deposit of $5,000 and then refuse to post any 
more money, thinking there would be a fizzle over the 
amount. 

I personally do not care a fig about the forfeit, 
though, by failing to cover my $10,000 and go on with 
the match according to the challenge they accepted, 
the $5,000 now lying atthe Paris Herald office rightly 
belongs to Kilrain. 

Anyway, so as to give the unknown party no pretext 
whatever for any loophole, and to end the controversy 
—which it appears to be their sole aim to prolong—I 
have cabled instructions to Mr. W. E. Harding, sport- 
ing editor of the Police Gazette, to go ahead with the 
match for the amount they atipniate—viz, £5.000 a side. 
It would be more satisfactory to me to have the un-

known named in the articles and the fight fixed to 
come off inside three months. 

Kilrain, of course, being the holder of the belt, has 
the privilege to name the fighting ground.

In pursuance of this agreement the sum of $10,000—$5.000 a 
side—the *-Police Gazette” diamond belt and the champtonship 
of the world is now deposited in the hands of the New Yerk 
Herald, who is to be final stakehokder.

The N. Y. Star, Oct. 5, published the following: ‘Joo 
Lannon, the South Boston heavy-weight pugilist, whom 
many think is the ‘unknown’ whose forfeit money for 
a vattle with champion Jake Kilrain has been de- 
posited, arrived in this city. He was accompanied Jby 
Billy Mahoney, the well-known Bosten sporting man, 
and went directly to Dempsey’s saloon in Front street. 
Lannon, who is looking in splendid health. showed a 
dispatch from the syndicate asking if he would train 
and enter the ring against Kilrain if they found back- 
ing for him. 

“The best-informed sports think that Jack Dempsey 
will be selected to battle for the heavy-weight cham- 
pionship with Kilrain. Mahoney bet Dempsey a hat 
last night that the Nonpareil would be picked out as 
Kilrain’s opponent.

Many persons wonder, and remark why it is that 
glove contests, that is, the majority, only last 20 minutes or half 
an hour.

In old times men had their one trained out of 
them. In getting ready for a rowing, running or boxing match 
no rule applicable to all can be laid down. One man needs the 
most robust exercise: his digestive powers being good he can 
eat almost anything. Another must have jellies and daintics. 
To pull one man out of bed at 4 0’clock and send him out ona 
long tramp in raw weather may agree with him, while it would 
_weaken another. The old system of training was ruinous to 
vitality. Fighting was slower and more guarded. It was sim- 
ply an advance on the period when men fought wearing armor 
weighing from 100 to 200 —

Nowadays, the pugiliste, —— they train, are con- 
fined to no strict diet like in olden times—broiled chicken, boiled 
eggs, steaks, mutton chops, buttered or day toast, oatmeal 
mush, tea with milk and sugar, rice, potatoes, tomatoes, celery, 
Bass’ ale or porter being allowed. The only articles of diet 
tabooed are bicon, pork, corned beef and cabbage, and food dif:
